The  sections  of  the  report  dealing  with  housing,  factories, 
the  supervision  of  food,  and  environmental  hygiene  have  been  compiled  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  to  v/hom  my  thanks  are  duo  not  only  for  this,  but  for  his 
continued  advice  and  assistance. 

The  report  shows  that  with  the  exception  of  the  infantile 
mortality  rate,  the  health  of  the  district  was  generally  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year.  Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  more  prevalent  than  in  1949.,  but 
did  not  approach  the  figures  recorded  in  1948. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members,  the  Clerk  and  other  officials,  and  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  kindness  and  courteous  assistance  throughout  the  year.

COMMENTARY  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


BIRTHS i 


Tho  birth  rate  of  14*4  is  below  tho  average  of  15.8  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole.  In  1949  the  rates  were  14.68  and  16.7  respectively. 

DEATHS t 


The  crude  death  rate  of  14.8  is  a little  highor  than  last  year’s 
figure  of  13.6.,  and  higher  than  the  averages  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole, 
which  were  11.6  in  1950.,  and  11.7  in  1949.  The  corrected  death  rate  obtained 
by  using  the  area  comparability  factor  was  13.40.  This  factor  is  now  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  and  permits  a comparison  to  bo  made  between  populations 
which  vary  in  their  constitution  according  to  age  and  sex,  and  in  which  birth 
and  death  rates  are  not  otherwise  strictly  comparable.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY j 

A rate  of  46.3  shows  a slight  improvement  on  the  figures  for  the 
two  preceding  years,  but  is  still  very  disappointing  when  compared  with  a rate 
of  29.8  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY s 


There  v/ere  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  The  maternal 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1950  was  0.86  per  1,000  total  births. 


SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


1 . GENERAL i 

The  home  nursing,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  ambulance,  home 
help,  and  mental  health  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  dealt 
v/ith  in  the  appendix*  Reference  will  also  be  found  there  to  staff  and  clinic 
arrangements,  vaccination  and  immunisat ion , the  prevention  of  illness,  the  school 

health  service,  and  the  welfare  services  provided  under  tho  National  Assistance 
A ci  o 


f 


LABORATORY  SERVICES: 


The  Medical  Research  Council's  laboratories  at  Wakefield  and 
Bradford  are  available  for  the  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  a 
variety  of  pathological  specimens.  They  provide  an  excellent  service  and 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  directors  is  greatly  appr cciat ed  . 

3 * HOSPITAL  SERVICES i 

There  has  been  little  alteration  in  the  general  arrangements 
since  the  hospitals  v/c-re  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  on  5th 
July,  1948.  The  majority  of  cases  go  to  Burnley,  Bradford  or  Leeds,  but  an 
increasing  number  are  attending  or  being  admitted  to  the  Skipton  hospitals 
which  now  possess  an  improved  range  of  consultant  services. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Morton  Banks 
Hospital  at  Keighlay,  or  the  Bradford  Fever  Hospital^  and  maternity  cases  to 
the  Cawdor  Ghyll  Maternity  Home  at  Skipton,  or  to  maternity  beds  under  the 
control  of  the  Burnley  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

4.  BLIND  PERSONS: 

There  are  twenty  two  blind  persons  registered  in  the  district. 
Supervision  is  given  by  the  Blind  Persons  Teacher  employed  by  the  County 
Council,  and  specialist  examinations  are  carried  out  periodically  by  an 
ophthalmologist . 

5 • WATER  SUPPLIES? 

The  supplies  are  obtained  from  deep  wells  at  White  Moor  which 
supply  the  high  level  districts  of  the  town,  and  from  the  Elslack  Reservoir 
which  supplies  the  lower  levels  through  the  storage  reservoir  at  Park  Hill.

The  volume  of  water  supplied  during  the  year  was  179,469,000 
gallons.  The  average  domestic  consumption  per  head  per  day  was  40.57  gallons. 
The  total  length  of  mins  in  use  was  23  miles.  The  number  of  houses  on  constant 
direct  supply  is  3,399.  The  number  of  houses  on  private  supply  ( farms)  is  34. 

No  houses  are  supplied  by  stand  pipes. 

The  water  supply  in  general  has  been  satisfactory  in  respect  of 
both  quantity  and  quality,  and  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination 
has  not  been  necessary.  Bacteriological  examination  has  been  carried  out 
regularly,  32  samples  having  been  sent  to  the  Fublic  Health  Laboratory  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLIES  - continued 


Samples  have  also  been  submitted  for  chemical  analysis,  and 
the  reports  indicated  waters  of  a satisfactory  quality  and  composition. 

The  reports  on  samples  submitted  for  pluribo-solvency  were  also 
satisfactory,  showing  that  there  is  no  danger  of  contar.iinat ion  by  lead  or  of 
load  poisoning. 

6 . FOOD  HYGIENES 


Although  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year,  this  illness  is  still  very  prevalent  throughout  the  country,  and  it  has 
recently  been  estimated  that  in  1949  well  over  11,000  people  were  affected,  by 
what  is  an  entirely  preventable  disease.  Investigations  show  that  the  greatest 
danger  lies  in  processed,  made-up  and  re-heated  meat  dishes,  i.c.,  cold  meats, 
stews,  pies,  brawn,  sausage,  tongue,  gravy  etc).,  which  become  contaminated  with 
disease  producing  bacteria  during  preparation  or  use,  and  when  kept,  provide  an 
excellent  medium  for  the  germs  to  multiply  upon  and  produce  their  toxins  (poisons) 
If  such  foods  were  cooked  and  eaten  on  the  same  day,  or  if  that  is  not  practicable 
cooled  rapidly  after  cooking  and  refrigerated  whenever  possible,  there  would  be  an 
immediate  and  substantial  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases. 

Other  articles  of  food  which  are  cas  ily  contaminated  and  commonly 
cause  poisoning  are  shell-fish,  and  processed  fish,  duck  eggs,  trifle,  ice  cream 
and  cream  buns • 


The  danger  of  contracting  food  poisoning  in  a canteen,  restaurant 
hotel  or  other  institution  should  also  be  appreciated!  for  one  act  of  carelessness 
in  the  preparation  or  handling  of  food  there  may  result  in  a large  number  of 
people  becoming  ill. 

Close  attention  has,  therefore,  been  given  to  this  problem  of 
.food  hygiene  during  the  year,  and  new  Model  Byelaws  were  adopted  by  the  Council. 


SECTION  C. 

PREVALENCE  ^ND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES? 


1 • SCARLET  FEVER s 

One  or  two  cases,  but  never  more  occurred  in  nine  months  of  the 
years  all  were  of  a mild  type. 

2 . MEiibLHb  • 

Only  sporadic  cases  occurred  until  December  when  there  were 
42  cases.  This  was  not  unexpected  as  in  this  country  the  disease  generally  occurs 
in  biennial  epidemics. 


3.  WHOOPING  COUGHs 


Cases  were  notified  in  most  months,  the  largest  number  being  14 
in  August.  The  total  number  of  notifications  was  38. 

4 . PNEUMONIA 

20  cases  were  notified,  but  with  modern  treatment  this  is  now  a 
disease  only  to  be  feared  at  the  extremes  of  life. 

5 • ERYSIPELAS : 


II  cases  were  notified. 


6 . DYSENTERY  s 

5 cases  of  a mild  type  occurred.  They  were  all  in  one  household, 
but  investigations  failed  to  reveal  the  origin  of  this  illness.  The  same  type 
of  dysentery  was  very  prevalent  in  many  parts  of  the  country  at  the  time. 

7.  TUBERCULOSIS  s 

There  were  8 notifications  of  pulmonary  and  5 of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  during  the  years  9 rules  and  4 females.  There  were  2 deaths  from 
this  disease,  giving  a death  rate  of  .191  compared  with  0.36  for  England  and 
Wiles  • 

Reference  was  made  in  the  report  for  1949  to  the  difficulty  in 
securing  hospital  beds  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  Recently,  this  has 
been  somewhat  less  in  this  area,  and  the  time  elapsing  between  notification  and 
admission  of  cases  appears  to  be  shorter  than  in  many  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Last  year,  reference  was  also  made  to  the  use  of  B.C.G.  vaccine 
from  Denmark  in  raising  the  immunity  of  individuals  who  are  especially  susceptible 
or  exposed  to  the  risk  of  infection.  The  administrative  arrangements  for  its  use 
having  been  completed,  it  will  now  be  given  when  circumstances  indicate  the 
desirability.  Miss  radiography  for  the  detection  of  early  or  symptomless  ce.ses  is 
another  important  and  fairly  recent  development  in  the  fight  against  tuber culosis $ 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  West  Riding  Unit  will  pay  a return  visit  to  Barn old swick 
in  1951. 

8 . VENEREAL  DISEASES: 

Notification  of  those  diseases  is  not  made  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  but  the  County  Venereologist  has  been  able  to  provide  certain  figures. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  attending  special  -treatment 
centres  was  15,  but  only  in  2 cases  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed. 

Facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  arc  available  nt  the  Burnley, 
Keighley  and  Bradford  hospitals,  and  certain  medical  practitioners  in  the  district 
provide  a modified  service. 

The  County  Council  employs  a social  worker  to  follow  up  cases  and 
contacts  when  required.

Surveyor  and  are  situated  in  Greenberfield  Lane,  and  the  methods  of  treatment 
have  not  besn  satisfactory,  due  to  the  influx  of  manufacturers  into  the 
district  and  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  Rivers  Board  concerning 
the  effluent  discharged  into  the  stream.

PUBLIC  CLHnNSING. 

The  cleansing  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  includes  the  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic 
and  trade  refuse,  the  cleansing  of  streets  and  the  emptying  of  the  street 
gullies . 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  Gill  Brow  and  a 
seven  cubic  yard  side  loading  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  a tractor  and 
trailer  are  used  for  the  work  of  collection  to  this  tip.  The  cost  per  ton 
for  collection  and  disposal  was  14s.  7.9d.  compared  with  last  year's  figure 
of  11s  . I0*5d  per  ton. 


PUBLIC  CLiilikNSING  - continued 


Great  difficulty  in  keeping  an  adequate  staff  was  experienced, 
but  despite  this,  as  good  a collection  as  possible  was  maintained  by  employing 
a sub-contractor  with  a tractor  and  trailer  to  assist  the  depleted  cleansing 
staff*  Labour  is  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  and  it  i3  hoped  that 
something  can  be  done  to  ensure  adequate  staff  for  this  essential  health 
service  • 


The  cleansing  work  was  carried  out  with  street  orderlies  and  the 
street  gullies  were  emptied  sufficiently  often  to  prevent  nuisances  from 
overflowing  gullies .

disinfestation,  sausage  rusk  or  bread  rusk  v/ere  used  as  the  base  for  baits, 
and  arsenic  or  zinc  phosphide  as  poisons.

due  to  the  inferior  quality  of  the  coal.  The  managers  and  engineers  of  the 
firms  were  interviewed  and  no  further  action  was  necessary  as  it  was  found  on 
further  observations,  that  conditions  had  improved  taking  into  account  the  very 
poor  quality  of  fuel. 

DISINFECTION. 


The  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  from  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  is  carried  out  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  a "Velox"  steam  disinfecto 
is  installed  for  the  purpose.  The  rooms  where  patients  have  been  isolated  are 
disinfected  with  formalin.

FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES.

Tho  Division  has  again  been  fortunate  in  having  a fairly  full, 
complement  of  staff  throughout  the  year,  and  evory  effort  has  been  made  to  provide 
the  maximum  assistance  to  pationts,  general  medical  practitioners,  hospitals  and 
schools.  Tho  health  and  medical  services  are  to-day  tho  concorn  of  many  individual 
agomcios,  and  authorities,  and  it  is  considered  that  the  provision  of  such  assistai 
and  co-operation  with  all  concerned  is  ossential  if  the  community  is  to  dorive 
benefits  commensurate  with  tho  very  groat  oxpenso  incurred  by  the  provision  of  the 
services. 

Monthly  staff  conferences  have  again  been  hold  during  the  yeai 
and  are  now  woll  established  as  a valuable  feature  of  our  organisation. 

Co-oporation  with  tho  sanitary  inspectors  and  othor  officials 
employod  by  tho  fivo  Local  Authorities  within  the  Division  increases  year  by  year, 
and  the  County  Council's  staff  is  indobtod  to  thorn  for  much  assistance  and  helpful, 
advice. 


3.  HEALTH  CENTRES. 


No  progress  has  boon  made  with  the  establishment  of  hoalth 
contros  or  multiple  clinics;  nor  is  thoro  any  prospect  of  this  until  our 
economic  position  improves.  This  is  very  unfortunate , as  tho  opening  of 
health  contros  was  ono  of  tho  basic  principles  of  tho  National  Health  Sorvico 
Act;  and  in  tho  absence  of  multiple  clinics,  tho  use  of  buildings  quite 
unsuitod  for  ouch  purposes  has  had  to  be  continued.  Much  valuable  work 
has,  howovor , boon  done  under  difficulties,  and  tho  attendances  at  most  clirics 
ha>re  been  very  satisfactory,

(d)  ANTE- NATAL  HOSTEL. 

The  County  Council’s  hostel  at  Brighouse  has  been  available  for 
expectant  mothers  requiring  rest  rather  than  special  forms  of  treatment,  but  f ew * 
patients  have  been  admitted  from  the  Division.  This  is  probably  due  to  a combination 
of  circumstances;  disinclination  to  leave  home  and  family  when  not  acutely  ill 
distance  from  home,  and  the  fact  that  in  eont ra-dist inct ion  to  the  hospital  service 
residence  therein  is  not  entirely  free  of  cost.  > 


DENTAL  CARE. 


Expectant  mothers  have  been  referred  tc  local  dental 
practitioners  when  in  need  of  dental  care.  This  has  been  necessary  in 
the  absence  of  a dental  clinic  and  adequate  staff,  and  we  are  indebted 
to  the  dentists  for  their  co-operation  in  giving  this  priority  treatment.. 

i 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS  - 

A premature  infant  is  defined  as  one  weighing  5jjr-lbs 
or  less  at  birth,  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation.  Such  infants, 
born  in  hospital  or  maternity  heme  are  cared  for  there,  and  others  born  li 
unsuitable  homes  may  be  transferred.  Special  equipment,  clothing,  oxyge. 
etc.,  is,  however,  kept  in  the  Division  for  treating  premature  babies  in 
their  own  homes  and  conveyed  by  ambulance  on  the  midwife's  request.  Thj_ 
equipment  was  used  on  two  occasions  during  the  year. 

DAY  NURSERIES . 

This  service  provides  for  the  care  of  the  young  child  whose 
mother  is»  ill;  the  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  goes  out  to  work;  the 
children  c-f  parents  living  in  conditions  likely  to  be  injurious  to  their 
health;  the  child  of  a widow  who  has  to  work  to  keep  her  family;  and  the 
children  of  mothers  engaged  in  essential  industry. 

The  Earby  Day  Nursery  which  has  40  places  and  a waiting  list, 
has  been  open  throughout  the  year.  Training  for  the  syllabus  of  the 
National  Nursing  Examination  Board  has  been  undertaken  there.

NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATIONS  ACT,  1948. 

The  supervision  of  nurseries  and  homes  where  daily  minders  recei 
children  for  reward  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health  Authorii 

No  applications  for  registration  were  received  during  the  year; 
for  although  some  daily  minding  is  carried  out,  the  numbers  cared  for  have 
presumably  never  reached  the  statutory  permitted  number  which  makes 
registration  compulsory. 

PARE  OF  THE  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  iHJD  THEIR  CHILDREN 

Arrangements  are  made  for  admission  to  hospital,  to  homes 
administered  by  voluntary  organisations,  or  for  domiciliary  confinement, 
depending  on  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  The  assistance  of  the  healt 
visitors  and  midwives  is  always  available,  and  considerable  help  has  been 
received  from  the  Organising  Secretary  of  the  Bradford  Diocesan  Moral  Welf 
Council  •

Hoalth  visitors  are  providod  for  homo  visiting,  for  tho  purpose  of 
giving  advico  as  to  tho  caro  of  young  children,  persons  suffering  from 
illnoss  and  oxpoctant  or  nursing  mothors,  and  as  to  tho  moasuros  necessary  to 
prevent. the  spread  of  infection#  Such  aro  their  duties  umdor  tho  National 
Hoalth  Sorvice  Act#  In  practice  they  do  much  moro  in  this  Division,  including 
attendance  at  ante-natal,  child  welfaro,  and  school  clinics,  work  as  school 
nurses,  and  in  following  up  patients  discharged  from  hospital. 


HEALTH  VISITING  - continued 


, Having  access  to  their  homes,  and  the  supervision  of 

children  from  shortly  after  birth  to  the  time  they  leave  school,  the  health 
visitor  is  in  a position  to  exercise  her  knowledge  and  skill  in  a wide  variety 
of  circumstances,  to  give  advice  on  a multitude  of  problems,  and  to  promote 
healthy  living  conditions  in  the  homes  she  visits.  Her  work  has  been  for  many 
years  and  remains  of  £reat  value  to  the  community.

HOME  NURSING. 

1,393

It  is  the  County  Council’s  responsibility  for  securing  the 
attendance  of  nurses  on  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes. 

This  has  been  done  by  the  provision  of  five  whole-time  nurses,  and  of  nine 
who  combine  home  nursing  with  midwifery.  An  efficient  service  has  thus  been 
provided  throughout  the  Division,  and  an  improved  system  for  off  duty  and  holiday 
relief  has  recently  been  introduced.  This  is  necessary  as  the  calls  on  the  home 
nursing  service  are  very  heavy  in  some  places,  varying  inversely  with  availability 
of  hospital  beds . 


A summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  home  nurses  is  as  follows

ft.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  Local  Health 
Authority  has  a statutory  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  persons  in  its  area  to 
be  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and  immunised  against  diphtheria.  Both  procedures 
are  now  voluntary  and  therein  lies  a danger;  fpr  in  the  present  relative  freedom 
from  outbreaks  of  smallpox,  and  a diphtheria  incidence  and  death  rate  greatly 
reduced  in  the  past  decade,  there  is  a natural  tendency  to  forget  that  these 
results  have  been  achieved  almost  entirely  by  vaccination  and  immunisation,  and 
that  these  procedures  must  be  continued  if  the  position  is  to  be  maintained. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  - continued 


Vaccination  and  immunisation  aro  therefore  offered  to  the 
parents  of  all  babios,  and  if  desired,  aro  carried  out  by  their  medical 
practitionor  or  at  any  infant  welfaro  contro.  Immunisation  is  again  offorod 
when  the  child  roaches  school  ago.  Although  thoro  have  boon  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  in  the  Division  during  tr.o  year,  the  aim  of  protecting  75^  of  8 11 
childron  against  this  disoaso  has  not  boon  reached.  Until  it  is,  propaganda  by 
every  a vg ila bio  mothod  must  bo  maintained. 

Lymph  for  vaccination  is  available  froo  of  chargo  from 
tho  Public  Hoolth  laboratory,  and  diphtheria  prophylactics  from  tho  Hoalth  Cffico. 
Whooping  Cough  vaccine  is  not  issuod  through  tho  Hoalth  Offico;  for  tho  results 
of  tho  Medical  Research  Council’s  trials  aro  not  yet  available,  and  its  efficiency 
is  as  yet  unproven.

10.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

■ The  functions  devolving  upon  the  Local  Health  Authority  under 
existing  legislation  relating  to  mental  treatment  and  mental  deficiency  are  as 
follows 

(a)  The  appointment  of  duly  authorised  officers  to  take  initial  proceedings 
for  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  who  are  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts. 

(b)  The  duty  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  1913-38  of  ascertaining  what 
persons  in  the  area  are  defectives,  providing  suitable  supervision  for 
them,  guardianship  or  institutional  care;  and  making  arrangements  for 
the  provision  of  suitable  training  or  occupation  for  defectives  net  in 
institutions . 

(c)  The  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
suffering  from  mental  illness  or  mental  defectiveness,  so  far  as  provisi. 
is  not  otherwise  made. 

(d)  The  provision  of  an  ambulance  service  for  the  purpose  of  the  mental  heal', 
service.

For  tha  purposas  of  tho  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  the  services 
of  a mental  health  social  worker  havo  bean  shared  with  Divisions  2 and  3»  If 
has  baon  her  responsibility  to  supervise  the  dof actives  and  to  ensure  that  they 
are  adequately  controlled  and  cared  for:  To  provide  roports  for  mental  hospitals 

on  patients  admitted,  on  licence,  or  discharged;  and  to  provide  similar 
information  for  mental  deficiency  institutions. 

In  addition,  she  has  given  valuable  assistance  to  tho 
Educational  Psychologist  in  tho  conduct  of  his  Child  Guidance  Clinics  organised 
undar  the  School  Health  Service. 

Thesa  duties  have  loft  no  time  for  the  training  and  teaching 
of  defectives , but  some  of  this  work  has  boon  undertaken  by  a Homo  Teacher. 

As  yet,  there  is  no  Occupation  Contra  in  tho  area  to  undertake  this  work,  and 
to  which  suitable  dofoctives  could  be  taken  each  day. 

The  difficulty  in  securing  accommodation  for  mental  defectives 
in  institutions  under  tho  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  persists,  but 
as  tho  worst  of  our  cases  were  ovontually  admitted  during  tho  year,  tho  problem 
has  become  loss  acute,  for  tho  time  being  at  any  rate.

11.  HOMS  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  object  of  this  service  is  to  provide  assistance  for  the  ill, 
the  lying-in,  expectant  mothers,  the  mentally  defective,  the  aged,  and  for 
children  of  school  age  usually  when  the  mother  is  in  hospital.  Its  scope  is 
therefore  enormous,  and  when  this  is  coupled  with  a shortage  of  hospital 
accommodation  it  will  be  appreciated  that  it  is  rarely  possible  to  satisfy  all 
the  demands  which  are  now  made  on  the  service,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
divisional  allocation  of  home  helps  was  increased  from  eleven  to  seventeen 
during  the  year.  Although  it  is  not  a free  service,  the  scale  which  is  operated: 
for  the  recovery  of  fees  is  generous. 

Difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  obtaining  the  most 
suitable  staff,  and  this  is  likely  to  continue  while  full  employment  is  availabl 
in  more  attractive  occupations  and  trades. 

In  very  rural  areas,  there  is  nearly  always  difficulty  in 
providing  home  helps,  for  most  country  women  are  fully  occupied  with  their  own 
work,  and  a natural  disinclination  combined  often  witk  travelling  difficulties 
make  it  almost  impossible  to  arrange  for  help  to  be  sent  from  the  nearest  town.

The  opinion  expressed  last  year  that  there  is  a need  for  a 
limited  number  of  whole  time  salaried  home  helps  is  still  held  in  this  Division. 
Such  helps  could  be  directed  to  homes  (particularly  those  of  the  aged  and  semi- 
invalid), as  the  occasion  arises,  and  do  as  much  or  as  little  work  as  the 
circumstances  indicated.  At  best  this  might  be  little  more  than  a routine  visits 
at  worst  almost  a full  time  job.  Their  employment  would  go  far  toward  easing 
the  burdens  of  such  people,  and  reduce  the  time  taken  up  by  supervision  and 
administration  under  the  existing  organisation. 

.2 . PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  AND  AFTER  CARE. 


This  is  a matter  which  has  for  a very  long  time  been  the 
concern  of  all  health  authorities,  and  now  that  it  is  their  statutory  duty  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  they  are  in  the  process  of  expanding  their  work  to 
cover  a wide  field  which  will  eventually  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  community. 

During  the  year,  each  home  nurse  has  been  provided  with  sick 
room  equipment  for  issue  on  loan  to  their  patients:  crutches,  special  beds,  invalid 
chairs  etc.,  have  also  been  supplied  to  those  in  need. 

•Convalescent  Home  treatment  has  been  provided  for  varying 
periods  for  patients  recommended  by  their  medical  practitioners,  and  extra  milk 
supplied  to  certain  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  . 

Assistance  has  been  given,  and  a close  liaison  maintained  with 
the  hospitals,  the  Chest  Physician,  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector,  Probation  Officer,  ^rea 
Welfare  Officer,  National  Assistance  Board,  Blind  Persons  Teacher  and  the  Disable- 
ment Rehabilitation  Officer  where  joint  action  was  indicated. 

The  dissemination  of  information  on  the  prevention  of  illness 
is  regarded  as  the  responsibility  of  all  members  of  the  staff \ and  leaflets,  posters, 
display  sets  etc.,  have  been  provided  to  assist  them  in  this  work.  The  personal 
approach  is  probably  the  best  method  of  promoting  health  education,  although  other 
methods  will  be  used  when  time  and  staff  permit. 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  AND  AFTER  CARE.-  continued 


This  section  of  the  report  is  an  appropriate  one  in 
which  to  refer  to  the  care  of  old  people,  for  we  are  an  ageing  nation,  and 
their  welfare  is  of  increasing  importance. 

If  this  trend  continues,  many  current  ideas  and 
conceptions  must  change,  particularly  those  associated  with  retirement,  for 
quite  apart  rrom  the  question  oi  national  economics,  there  is  an  increasing 
realisation  that  most  people  are  far  happier  and  live  longer  when  they  feel 
that  they  are  doing  a useful  job  of  work,  provided  it  is  within  their  physical 
and  mental  capabilities. 

Unfortunately,  whilst  people  are  living  longer,  there  is 
a tendency  to  accept  family  responsibilities  less  readily  than  in  the  past,  and 
the  housing  shortage  accentuates  the  difficulties  which  often  arise  when 
different  generations  are  compelled  to  share  limited  accommodation.  The  lot 
of  many  aged  people  is  therefore  not  a happy  one. 

Efforts  to  improve  it  are  being  made,  and  during  the 
year,  a number  of  committees  were  formed  in  the  Division  which  are  exploring 
the  ways  and  means  by  which  assistance  suitable  to  each  individual  case  can 
be  given.  The  Old  Folks  Rest  Centre  in  Skipton  is  an  outstanding  example  of 
what  can  be  done . 

Two  homes  for  aged  people  are  located  in  the  Division, 
Farfield  Hall,  near  Addingham,  and  The  Shroggs  at  Steetonj  but  the  provision 
of  such  accommodation  can  never  be  the  solution  to  this  great  problem,  and  it 
is  now  recognised  that  old  people  are  usually  far  happier  if  they  can  stay  in 
their  own  homes,  and  their  maintenance  there  is  much  less  expensive  than  in  a 
hostel  or  hospital. 

1 3 • NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  that  "where  a Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  a county  district  certifies  that  a person  io  suffering 
from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically  handicapped, 
is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  unable  to  devote  to  himself  and 
is  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  county 
district  council  may  apply  to  a court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for  an  order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  be  maintained  there". 
During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  take  action  under  this  section  on  two 
occasions,  but  only  after  /ery  careful  consideration  and  the  failure  of  all 
other  methods  of  approach. 

14.  .THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  arrangements  whereby  each  child  is  medically 
examined  at  last  three  times  during  school  life  have  been  continued  along 
with  special  examinations,  and  re-oxaminations  as  necessary.  Details  are  as

Observation  and  treatment  clinics  are  held  in  Skipton  and 
Barnoldswick  each  week,  and  ultra  violet  light  treatment  is  available  in  both 
towns  • 

Special  clinics  are  held  for  Orthopaedic,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat,  Eye  and  Speech  Defects. 

A Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  every  fortnight. 


A close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  general  medical 
practitioners  at  all  times,  and  particularly  in  the  rural  areas  where  clinic 
facilities  are  necessarily  limited.
